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Top marks 
for schools 
upgrade

STUDENTS and teachers going back 
for the new term have given top 
marks to schools that have been 
getting a facelift. 

Thousands of pupils turned up to find 
new classrooms, better playgrounds and 
improved facilities to learn, supported 
by cutting-edge technology 

Plumstead Manor Secondary school for 
Girls opened a brand new mixed sixth 
form centre for students who were based 
at the Wickham Lane site for the last 
three years. Headteacher Sue Flanagan 
hailed the new facility as “simply 
fantastic”. 

Elsewhere, other schools are 
celebrating their new look. They include 
Christ Church C of E on Shooters Hill, 
which has been refurbished with a 
new hall, kitchen and classrooms. The 
school has moved back to its original 
site following a temporary decant to the 
Shooters Hill Post 16 Campus. 

Extra classrooms have been provided 
at Discovery Primary in Battery Road, 
Thamesmead, so it can provide a 
three-form entry. Work is under way at 
Windrush in Charlton to provide new 
classrooms and play facilities. And St 
Thomas A Becket Primary in Mottisfont 
Road, Abbey Wood, is having a new annex 
on Eynsham Drive, due for completion 
next month. 

Foxfield Primary in Sandbach Place, 
Woolwich, is being rebuilt, with work 
due to finish by the end of the year.

Speed restrictions are no 
good without enforcement 


IT’S good that 
Greenwich Council 
has introduced 
various traffic calming 
measures in residential 
areas, including speed 
bumps and speed 
limit signs painted 
on the road. Research 
has shown that it is 
essential for people 
to feel safe if they are 
to be encouraged to use more 
active forms of transport such as 
walking and cycling. As someone 
who drives, cycles, runs, jogs and 
walks with a pram and small 
children I very much welcome 
these measures. However, for me 
there is currently one flaw in the 
plans: the enforcement. It is all 


very well painting 
signs on the road, 
but as long as 
drivers do not 
have to fear any 
consequences, 
because there are 
no speed cameras 
(fixed or mobile), 

I doubt that it will 
really encourage 
a change in 
behaviour. I’m particularly 
worried about some of the main 
roads, such as Charlton Road, 
The number of occasions when 
cars (or lorries) have been 
unable/unwilling to stop at the 
level crossings because they 
were driving at 50 or more miles 
per hour is uncountable. 



I hope Greenwich Council will 
take the enforcement of their 
new (and old) speed limits as 
seriously as the introduction of 
new traffic calming zones.

All change at 
police stations 

Shake up of opening hours comes into force

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THE way policing is provided 
in the borough is changing 
from next week. 

Special ‘contact points’ are 
being set up where people with 
non-emergency problems can 
meet officers face-to-face to 
discuss them. 

The changes also mean some 
front desks at police stations 
will close, to be replaced with a 
contact point. 

The new arrangements follow 
public consultation meetings 
held around London, including 
Greenwich, earlier in the year. 

They were to discuss the impact 
a big shake-up in how police 
services are provided across 
London. 

The aim is to save £500m on the 
cost of running the Met. 

The changes, due to take effect 
from Monday (September 16) 
mean that the 24-hours-a-day 
front counter at Greenwich Police 
Station is to be closed. It will be 
replaced with a contact point 
open for just one hour on three 
days a week. 

Plumstead will continue to have 
a front counter that will be open 
24/7. Service at Eltham has yet to 
be announced. 

Woolwich police station is to 
lose its daytime front counter, 
which will be replaced by a 
mobile police station in the town 
centre on Saturdays between 12 
noon and 2pm. 

A mobile station will also be 
in Greenwich town centre on 
Sundays between 12 noon and 




2pm. The daytime front counter 
at Joyce Dawson Way, Plumstead, 
will be closed. 

Police contact points for people 
with non-urgent policing problems 
can meet officers face-to-face at 
regular, fixed times. 

They will be at Thamesmead 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) base in Joyce Dawson Way, 
Plumstead SNT based in Lakedale 
Road, Eltham SNT base in William 
Barefoot Drive, and Greenwich 
police station. Opening times 
are Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings between 7pm and 


8pm, and Saturday afternoons 
between 2pm and 3pm. A fifth 
contact point may be set up at a 
later date. 

The Met says that Greenwich 
Police Station will not be able 
to meet policing needs for the 
future, but they will keep it open 
until the planned contact point is 
opened. 

Under the plans, the Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams, 

emergency response units, patrol 
officers and PCSOs will be will be 
based at eight sites around the 
borough, including Plumstead, 
Eltham and Greenwich police 
stations. 

All the Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams will continue their local 
meetings in each neighbourhood. 
Details of meetings can be found 
online at www.met.police.uk or 
by calling the teams directly.

Debit card scammers target pensioners 


Police seek man 
over 'EDL' chant

POLICE are alerting the public 
to the latest scam which involves 
bogus police officers. 

Detectives in Plumstead are 
investigating recent cases where 
elderly victims have been defrauded 
after being contacted by a bogus 
officer who has used the name ‘Adam 
Clark’. 

The con man calls the victim 
claiming to be from the police custody 
suite in Hammersmith. 

The bogus ‘DC Clark’ claims he has 
a suspect in custody who has been 
caught using the victim’s credit or 
debit cards. He subsequently asks the 
victim to put all bank cards and pin 
numbers in an envelope . 

He explains that he has arranged a 
courier to pick up the envelope. 

The scammer sounds credible as he 


provides a crime number, a shoulder 
number and promises to visit the 
victim to take a statement. 

However, local officers are urging 
locals not to make any arrangements 
with the caller or to handover any 
cards. Instead people should call 
police on 101 or report it to their local 
police station. 

Inspector Cliff Eager from 
Greenwich Safer Neighbourhoods 
team said police officers would never 
ask you to provide your bank cards 
and pin numbers and would never use 
a courier to collect them. 

He stressed: “We don’t ask members 
of the public to provide us with their 
cards and pins. 

“Please be extra vigilant and do not 
agree to give money to anyone. 

“It appears that the scammers 
are targeting elderly people and 


pensioners. If you have an elderly 
relative or friend, please make them 
aware of this scam and ensure that 
they do not hand over any cards or 
cash to strangers.” 

Every year the British public 
loses billions of pounds to such 
‘scammers’, who bombard people 
with online, mail, door-to-door and 
telephone frauds. 

Officers at the Met’s Specialist and 
Economic Crime Directorate have 
produced a comprehensive fraud 
prevention booklet. 

It is called ‘The Little Book of Big 
Seams’. 

This explains some of the most 
common scams as well as tips to 
reduce the chances of being conned 
by one.

Borough joins 
month-long 
scheme for 
smokers who 
want to quit

SMOKERS who want to quit can 
get help from the royal borough as 
it supports a national campaign 
running next month. 

Stoptober is the biggest stop smoking 
challenge of its kind and sets smokers 
the target of stopping for 28 days from 
1 October. It is being run for the second 
year by Public Health England. 

The royal borough is promoting the 
challenge beforehand, with an eight- 
week Stoptober Roadshow touring local 
supermarkets and high streets from next 
Tuesday, September 17. 

Free lung age tests and support to quit 
will be on offer. 

Smokers can also sign up for a seven- 
week group programme at Charlton 
Athletic Football Club and Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in the evenings, where 
they can meet others facing the same 
challenges. 

People taking part in Stoptober will be 
given a personalised step-by-step plan to 
support them as they try to quit. 

The plans can be obtained from stop 
smoking clinics based at leisure centres, 
libraries and community centres. 

Smoking is the biggest cause of 
premature death in England, accounting 


for more than 80,000 deaths a year. One 
in two long-term smokers dies from a 
smoking disease. 

Nearly 70 per cent of smokers say they 
want to quit, but only 38 per cent try - 
and while five million people try to quit 
each year in England, only seven per cent 
manage to do so for 12 months. 

Those who quit for more than 28 days 
notice health, physical and financial 
benefits and an improved sense of taste 
and smell, as well as reducing the risk of 
heart and lung disease. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health, adults and 
older people said: “Many smokers have 
tried to quit and failed before. Statistics 
show that people who can stop smoking 
for 28 days are five times more likely to 
quit for good. 

“That is why we have put in place a 
number of drop-in centres and advice and 
help groups to support them as part of 
the Stopover challenge. We want to give 
smokers who want to quit every chance 
to do so.”

Mum on a mission after her son 
dies of undetected heart defect 


FANCY dressed mums, dads and 
children walked from The 02 Arena to 
Woolwich Arsenal to raise money for 
Cardiac Risk in the Young (CRY) in 
memory of a boy who died suddenly 
from an undetected heart condition. 

Some children dressed as Spider- 
man and others as tigers when 
the fundraising fancy dress walk 
marched through North Greenwich. 

The event was organised by Sally Keen 
from Greenwich, who has raised money for 
the charity as well as funds to provide heart 
defibrillators to schools in the borough. 

Sally has been fundraising for over 
a year now in memory of her son, 
Nathan Logue, who died aged 11 in 
2010 after suffering from a sudden 
congenital heart defect while playing 
at his school, the Harris Academy 

Sally told GT: “I am pleased how 
the fundraising has gone so far. 

“The first defibrillator 
will go to Cardwell 
Primary School in 
Woolwich where Nathan 
went. I thought it was a 
fitting place to get the 
first one after all the 
continued support and 
compassion they have 
shown in the past.” 

By the end of this 
year, Sally hopes to 
raise money for a 
second defibrillator for 
the Harris Academy 
in Eltham and work 
alongside schools in the 
borough to raise funds for 
more medical equipment.

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Businesses have also been able to form links 
with the likes of industry giants Cisco, who have a 
base at Greenwich Peninsula. The royal borough 
has also invested in providing digital skills courses 
especially for residents at Digital Enterprise 
Greenwich - giving them a better chance of 
accessing the estimated 700,000 unfilled jobs in IT 
across Europe. 

Alok Matta works with new start-up businesses 
in London and said: “I’m involved in the London 
start up scene so I’ve come here today to get a 
better understanding and to see what the buzz 
is about. I’m also finding out what opportunities 


are coming to the UK. Networking is big here - 
it’s always good to meet people and you get a lot 
of knowledge. I’m learning about best practice for 
the start ups I work with and for myself” 

The event was also attended by a number of 
Greenwich residents interested in the digital sector 
who got free tickets through the royal borough so 
they could fact find and seek out jobs and training 
opportunities. Dan Strang from London firm 
eventstagr.am was advertising for web developers. 
He told GT: “It’s incredible being here - 1 often feel 
that being in a tech start up is a bit of a niche but 
coming here makes me feel part of a community”

Village voices 
reflect on 
parks' past 

RECORDINGS of local people's memories, 
plus historical documents, photographs, and 
artefacts all feature in a new exhibition at 
Greenwich Heritage Centre. 

It's all about Charlton's six parks and green 
spaces that enhance the Green Chain Walk as 
it passes through the borough from Shooters 
Hill to the banks of the Thames at Charlton. 

The exhibition and a specially-launched 
website at www.charltonparks.co.uk both 
feature 12 months' work including more than 
60 interviews recorded by 20 volunteers 
trained in audio recording. The volunteers 
included both adults and Year 10 and 11 pupils 
from The John Roan School and pupils from 
Charlton Manor, Cherry Orchard, Thorntree, 
Sherington and Woodhill primary schools. 

Artefacts on show include a collection of 
local postcards dating back to the 1890s, and 
the minute books of the old Charlton Park 
Bowls Club which began in 1939 and closed 
down in 1990. On the website, there are 
dozens of photos, both historical and taken for 
the project and there's a special 'contributors' 
button so people can load new stories or 
photographs. 

It's been organised by the Charlton Parks 
Reminiscence Project Steering Group, and 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund and Sir 
Shane Hugh Maryon, with support from the 
borough's parks department, the Firepower 
museum and the Greenwich Heritage Centre. 

Project director Carol Kenna said: "This 
exhibition is all about people's history, and it 
gives them a sense of place about where they 
live, and encourages them to remember their 
own history, look back on it positively and 
have respect for it." 

The exhibition is open from Tuesday to 
Saturday each week, from 9am-5pm at 
Greenwich Heritage Centre until Saturday

Highs and 
lows of the 
Thames 
trading pool 



FORMER Docklands worker 
and renowned painter and 
novelist, Terry Scales unearths 
the inside story of the demise 
of the Thames trading pool in 
an illustrated talk next week. 

For generations the River 
Thames was bustling with 
activity as an assortment of 
cargo ships transported and 
traded goods, providing a 
living to docklands workers 
who handled the cargo. 

Former tutor of 30 years at 
Camberwell School of Art, 
Terry worked as a stevedore 
between 1955-1960 in the 
once mighty Surrey Docks and 
has had a fascination with the 


Thames for years, inspiring 
his work as an artist. 

Now audiences are invited to 
attend an illustrated talk with 
Terry on The Rise and Fall of 
the Pool of London' The talk will 
look at a multitude of factors 
including the introduction of 
container trade, small coaster 
trade, the introduction of the 
workers union and economical 
reasons, thought to have 
contributed to the decline of 
what was once the greatedt port 
in the world. 

Terry said: "There is a 
misconception surrounding the 
fall of the Thames Pool with 
many believing container 


trade was to blame for the 
collapse. I know from my 
own inside experiences the 
real reasons why trading 
dried up and cover the many 
issues in a story that takes 
you from Butlers Wharf to the 
Greenwich peninsula." 

The talk will be followed 
by an opportunity to ask 
questions and purchase 
signed prints depicting the 
last working wharves before 
developers moved in.

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“It is so artistic and beautiful it’s 
inspiring.

At the top of the hill you 
can see the 02 arena, we go there and 
think, that is what the goal is and this 
is where we are now, it is so beautiful,” 
explained Tom, a former scholar at 
The BRIT School. 

With neon coloured hair and an 
equally eye-catching dress sense, 
Plastic confess they are not your 
everyday boy band and want to break 
existing industry moulds, bringing 
back the fun entertainment value of 
90s music with their brand of electro- 
pop with a hip-hop influence. 

The trio have already been compared 
to last year’s diva Rylan Clark. “It is 
cool to be compared with Rylan, he 
has done very well off the back of the 
X-Factor, but we are a bit different, 
we’re a group and we’re songwriters,” 
said Tom. 

Sam told GT: “We can’t really 
compare ourselves to anyone else but 
if we had to, I would say we are like 
the male version of Stooshie.

BIDDING FOR PROPERTIES 

We are always looking to improve the service we provide. 

We have now made some changes to the way we advertise properties. 

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www. roy algree n wi c h .gov. u k 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library.

It’s an automatic push- 
button system and calls will be charged at the normal local rate, or

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties. If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

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New gallery for Nelson 


THE National Maritime 
Museum is opening a new 
permanent gallery dedicated 
to the life and times of 
Admiral Lord Nelson, 

Britain’s greatest naval hero 
( pictured right). 

Called ‘Nelson, Navy, 

Nation’ it opens on October 
21, which is Trafalgar Day. 

On show will be more than 
250 poignant objects from 
the museum’s collections, 
including love tokens sailors 
sent to sweethearts, a fiendish seven- 
barrelled volley gun, an amputation knife 
and bullet forceps.

Police seize 
16 vehicles 

GREENWICH police have seized a total of 
1 6 vehicles in a crackdown on uninsured 
drivers in the borough. 

Officers from Safer Neighbourhoods 
teams set up stop sites in Westhorne 
Avenue, Shooters Hill Road, Plumstead 
Road, Kidbrooke Park Road, Western Way 
and Eltham High Street last Wednesday

up quickly when word spreads about the 
quality of the state-of-the-art venue. 

Reid said: “There’s definitely a big 
interest in badminton, which is heavily 
played in the area. 

“But there is nowhere that can offer 
facilities like those at Thomas Tallis in 
terms of quality and being absolutely 
pristine. There’s not really anywhere that 
can compete.” 

The sports improvements at the school 
were funded by the royal borough as part 
of its commitment to create an Olympic 
legacy of increased sports participation 
across the borough and improved health. 

The school moved into its new building 
in November 2011 and, as well as being 
used by the 1,950 pupils, a variety of sports 
clubs such as gymnastics, basketball and 
judo have made the school their home. 

The opening of the courts enables the 
borough to deliver on the promise to 
make the school’s facilities open to the 
community. From this week individuals 
can book the six-court badminton hall, 
which can also host group classes in 
aerobics and pilates, for 25 people each. 

For Calum, the opening up of the 
badminton courts is the perfect way - and 
time - to emphasise what has happened 
at the school in Kidbrooke. 

“Some people don’t realise the school 
has got special sports facilities at all, so 


they certainly don’t realise it is not just 
the school that can use them,” he said. 

The range of leisure membership 
options includes some that offer free use 
of racquet sport facilities. 

And it certainly expands the range of 
options in the borough for badminton 
regulars. 

“The challenge for us is to make them 
aware of this facility. 

“In time we might look to get a club 
in there as well as casual bookings,” he 
added about a venue that is good enough 
to host high-profile competitions. Courts 
can be booked hourly, rather than 45 
minutes elsewhere. 

For the low-impact aerobics and pilates, 
Calum expects them to be popular having 
lined up instructors who have built up 
followings elsewhere. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, said: “As 
a host borough for the Olympic Games in 
London last year, we were determined to 
create a long-lasting legacy for residents, 
in a wide variety of sporting activities. 

“The facilities at Thomas Tallis have 
been received enthusiastically and 
used extensively not only by the school 
but by clubs in a variety of sports. By 
opening badminton facilities we have 
added another option to the list for those 
who want to pursue sport for health and 
fitness benefits and recreation. 

“Who knows? One day an Olympic 
dream might be realised because

Gibbons' coach up for award 


THE coach of Olympic silver medallist 
Gemma Gibbons has been nominated 
for an award for his involvement in the 
London Youth Games. 

Mick Murphy has been involved 
with running the judo teams first for 
Southwark and later for Greenwich. 

And in fact since the new dojo opened 
at Thomas Tallis School in Kidbrooke he 
has effectively been coaching the teams 
for two boroughs. 

Murphy was delighted to be nominated 
for the Balfour Beatty London Youth 
Games Annual Awards, taking place 
today (Tuesday, September 10). 

“It was pleasing to be nominated because 
I’ve been involved in the Youth Games 
since it began in 1977,” he said. “I was then 
living in Southwark. Then it was a team 
event and now it is an individual event 
where points contribute to the team. Then 
I moved to Greenwich 30 years ago and 
judo has been the main points scorer at the 
Youth Games for the past 25 years. 

“We’ve won the boys’ event three times 
and the girls’ twice.” 

Training at the new Thomas Tallis dojo 
has brought more students. “Working 
with the other boroughs and clubs has 


been an achievement,” he added. “Over 
the last year or so at the school we’ve had 
quite a few people from Lewisham, so 
we’ve been training their borough team 
too. They said they needed someone to 
organise their team in terms of providing 
a team leader and we said we’d do it. It’s 
been a really big pleasure.” 

Gemma, who Murphy trained until 
she went to Bath University, is a patron 
for the Youth Games this year and still 
represents and fights for the club. 

Supported by the Greenwich Starting 
Blocks charity, Gemma is not the only 
Olympian he has trained. Vicki Dunn 
went to the Sydney Olympics in 2000, 
while Youth Olympics champion Emma 
Delaney also started under Murphy. 

“The club have been represented at every 
national age group level and members 
have fought in about 60 countries all over 
the world,” said Mick, who is one of three 
candidates for volunteer of the year in the 
over 25s category of the awards. 

Gibbons competed in Brazil, where the 
2016 Olympics will be held, a couple of 
weeks ago, while Delaney has been to 
Columbia and a couple have fought in 
Africa.

Another 
year of GCSE 
celebrations 

STUDENTS in Royal Greenwich have topped the national 
average for GCSE pass rates including English and maths - 
for the third year in a row. 

It means that last year's record-breaking set of figures has 
once again been exceeded, with the Royal Borough's students 
reaping the rewards of their hard work and dedication. 

Based on provisional results, the borough has seen an 
increase of two percentage points in the proportion of 
students gaining passes at grades A* - C in five or more 
subjects including the key subjects of English and maths. This 
proportion now stands at just over 65% compared with last 
year's figure of 63% - making this a third record-breaking year 
in a row for the Royal Borough. 

In the core subjects English and Maths, Royal Greenwich 
students' success rate in achieving passes (at grades A* - C) is 
better than the national average for the second year in a row. 
In English, 72.7%% of students taking GCSE achieved A* - C 
(compared with 63.7% for England) an increase of 3% on the 
previous year's results. In maths, the figure for Greenwich is 
77.7% (compared with 57.7% for England, an increase of 4.8% 
on the previous year's results. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council's Cabinet member for 
children and young people, said, "Congratulations to the Royal 
Borough's students. They should feel justifiably proud of such 
good results, which reflect both their own efforts, and the 
support they get from our schools. 

"With the law now requiring young people to stay longer 
in full time education or training, the value of good GCSE 
results is more important than ever - and these results ensure 
that our students are well equipped to move forward with 
confidence to take up the opportunities available to them." 
This summer's results reflect consistent improvements in 
Greenwich's levels of achievement at GCSE over the past few 
years. Since 2007, the percentage of students achieving 5 or 
more GCSEs at grades A* - C (including English and maths), 
has risen by over 30 percentage points, one of the biggest 
improvements nationally over this period.
